In "an area where drug trafficking 'cases 
are fairly common, Davis called this trial, "a 
fairly. serious one, dealing with upper-level 
drug smuggling."

defense to precipitate getting a deposition 
from Wilson. 

The state reportedly kept Wilson under 
tight wraps until the last calendar call on 
April 20 when the deposition was allowed and 
the trial date set. 

Davis added that he had planned on using 
William Zeigler, Round. Lake, owner of the 



\plane, to testify, but was told by Zeigler's 
lawyer, that his client would only tesify if he 
was granted immunity. Davis said the state 
refused to make this deal with Zeigler. 

The same plane was confiscated by drug 
authorities a few months after the west Palm 
beach incident. Arms and traces of 
marijuana were found aboard. 

Zeigler has claimed that the plane was in 
Haley's hands and he knew nothing about it 
being used to smuggle dope. 

Meanwhile, reports of further federal in- 
vestigation on other drug smuggling^ 
possibly involving some of the same parties, 
are flying fast and furiously among law en- 
forcement officials in Florida. 

A charge of dope smuggling against Haley, 
„in connection with an incident in Puerto Rico 
where drug authorities picked Haleyup after 
—a -plane he -was-allegedly ^flying dropped^- 
drugs into the ocean, in 1980, has never been 
dropped, though Haley was released and 
never faced trial. 

3oth of the defendants, neither having^ 

" testified during the trial, were remanded to 

the county jail in lieu of any bond hearing. A 

pre-sentence.investigation hearing is set for 

June 6 .

Ways |to recognize tor- 
nadoes and methods of 
protecting, yourself in the 
event of -violent weather con- 
ditions are explained by the 
state agency. 

Most tornadoes are funnel- 
shaped or * rope-like clouds 
extending down from the 
base of a thunder cloud. As it 
touches earth, it writhes and 
twists throwing up debris in 
all directions. It is often ac- 
compained by hail, violent 
thunderstorms and wind. Its 
noise is so loud it can bolt out 
the sound, of crashing 
buildings and falling trees. 

When the skies look 
threatening, listen to the 
radio. The National Weather 
Service tracks all weather 
systems with sophisticated 
radar and is usually able to 
give adequate advance war- 
ning of violent weather con- 
ditions. A torando watch 
means the atomospheric 
conditions are such that tor- 
nadoes could develop. A tor- 
nado warning means an ac- 
tual funnel has- been sighted 
in your area. Warnings are 
usually accompained with a 
description of the speed and 
direction of travel of the fun- 
neb-Many-communities-have- 
also arranged special -war- 
ning systems such as soun- 
ding warning sirens. 

When a watch is issued, 
listen to broadcast ad- 
visories, be ready to take 
cover. It is wise to collect a 
battery-powered light and 
radio and have family mem- 
bers within earshot under 
watch conditions. Also, take 
your car keys; should a tor- 
nado hit your area, you car 
may still be operable— but 
keys could be lost in the rub- 
ble. 



When a tornado threatens, 
immediate action can save 
lives. 

Stay away from windows, 
door, outside walls and 
protect you head. • 

In homes or- other small 
buildings go to the basement 
or a place in the middle of 
the house, like a closet, 
bathroom or • interior hall. 
Get under something sturdy . 

In school, be calm and 
follow the directions of your 
teacher. Stay away from 
auditoriums and gym- 
nasiums with wide, huge 
roofs that could collapse 
easily. 

In shopping centers or 
very large buildings look for 
a predesignated shelter. If 
there isn't any, a middle, 
hallway on the lowest floor is 
the next best place to take 
shelter. 

In mobile homes or cars, 
leave them and find shelter 
in a building. If there is no 
shelter nearby, lie flat in the 
nearest ditch, ravine or 
culvert with ~your hands 
shielding your head. 

If a tornado should hit, 
remain calm— panic never 
helps. Most tornadoes are 
-short-livedrlasting oniy-four- 
to. five minutes and 
travelling on the ground for 
two miles, on the average.' 

Closely inspect your 
property,. including 
automobiles, for damage. 
Check immediately for elec- 
trical problems and gas 
leak's and report to utilities 
or fire department if danger 
is imminent.
